Scale of Rates for Natural Gas 


f"1' An analysis of the sliding scale upward schedule of rates put forth by THE 
EOGAN NATURAL GAS AND FUEL COMPANY and the companies to which it 
pells gas at wholesale, discloses that the consumer using the average amount of 
ioatural gas per year, to-wit, 111,000 cubic feet, will pay but little more than 49 
cents per thousand cubic feet A moment's study of the table given below will 
make this plain and disabuse the mind of the fallacy that the rate now in force 
is exorbitant or excessive. Only those who use gas greatly ,in excess of the aver- 
age are affected by the higher rates. A flat rate of 49 cents upon the basis _of 
present consumption would insure the same receipts for the company as the slid- 
ing scale, but it would not act to conserve gas, as will the 60c rate for all over 
15,000 cubic feet per month. At 49 cents there would not be sufficient incentive 
io economize in its use. Furthermore, the ascending scale of rates will gradually 
reduce the average consumption per consumer per vear, and this in turn will fur- 
ther reduce the. 4§c average rate.
